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SOME  FACES  FROM  A  SERMON  ON  HOSPITAL  SUNDAY. 


" And  1  went  out  by  night  and  viewed  the  traits  of  Jerusalem,  whiih  were  broken  down ,  and 
the gates  thereof  were  consumed  with  Jirc," — Nkhhmiah  II. 

I  often  wish  the  great  painters  had  given  us  some  other  specimens  of  their  wonderful 
skill  than  the  everlasting  Madonnas  and  Magdalens  and  Holy  Families  and  St.  Sebastians, 
which  crowd  the  walls  of  all  the  galleries.  Both  old  and  new  testaments  are  so  full  of  stirring 
scenes,  and  afford  subjects  for  such  striking  pictures,  that  it  would  have  been  a  boon  inestim¬ 
able  to  have  seen  them  transferred  to  canvas.  For  example,  there  is  the  incident  from  which  the 
text  is  taken,  and  many  other  scenes  from  the  life  of  Nehemiah,  who  is  the  person  speaking  in 
the  text.  He  could  have  been  pictured  as  the  young  cup-hearer  standing  before  the  king,  who, 
keenly  scanning  his  face,  inquires  why  he  is  so  sad.  Or  we  might  have  had  a  view  of  his  arrival 
in  the  ancient  city  with  royal  guard  and  retinue  of  slaves  and  the  king's  orders  to  rebuild,  much 
to  the  astonishment  of  the  surrounding  tribes  :  or  there  might  have  been  drawn  the  dramatic 
incident  of  the  text,  where  Nehemiah,  in  the  dead  of  night,  accompanied  by  a  servant  or  two 
only,  rides  all  about  the  city,  possesses  himself  with  the  full  idea  of  its  desolation,  and  returns 
to  portion  out  the  work  of  repair.  1  doubt  not  you  are  already  wondering  what  possible  con¬ 
nection  Ibis  can  have  with  you.  Your  city  is  not  ruined,  and  if  you  were  to  ride  around  it  there 
arc  provided  splendid  boulevards  for  your  comfort,  not  the  gigantic  map  of  rubbish  and  fallen 
stone  which  Nehemiah  had  to  stumble  over.  And  you  are  right.  The  eye,  the  material  eye, 
rests  Oil  no  ruins.  Everything  is  new,  and  everything  is  just  built.  It  is  a  grand  and  beautiful 
city,  far-famed  among  the  cities  of  the  earth  ;  a  very  queen  of  cities,  stretched  along  the  shores 
of  this  fine  lake. 

We  are  justly  proud  of  it  and  of  our  part  as  citizens  in  it.  1  -  not  all  these  well  planned 
houses,  these  office  buildings,  rising  like  towers  of  Babel  toward  the  very  sky,  these  stores,  like 
palaces,  I  wish  you  to  observe,  but  the  other  side  of  all  this,  the  oilier  city  that  is  concealed,  yet 
not  concealed,  behind  this  gorgeous  scene — the  city  of  the  poor,  the  city  of  the  neglected,  the 
city  of  the  sick,  the  city  of  the  helpless— surely  these  are  ruins;  here  the  walls  are  broken  down 
and  the  gates  burned  with  fire.  You  can  lake  as  sad  a  ride  as  Neliemiah  did  and  find  as  much 
to  repair  as  burdened  his  mind,  and  you  can  do  as  his  people  did  when  be  told  them  what  he 
had  seen.  You  can,  with  hearty  zeal  and  unstinted  self-sacrifice,  set  yourself  to  rebuild.  It  is 
a  great  privilege  my  friends  to  live  in  a  great  city.  One  does  not  appreciate  it  until  he  spends 
some  lime  iu  a  small,  country  village.  The  want  of  comforts,  unlighted  streets,  the  bad  roads, 
the  dull,  humdrum  life,  the  little  petty  excitements,  and  the  deadening  influence  of  the  dally 
round  are  a  wonderful  foil  to  the  activity,  the  brightness,  the  mental  ferment,  which  are  ever 
going  on  in  a  large  town.  Here  you  can  get  about  easily  and  with  the  greatest  comfort.  All 
the  appliances  of  modern  life  are  brought  to  your  aid,  and  so  well  do  we  understand  them  that 
I  assure  you  no  palace  in  Europe  is  really  as  comfortable  as  the  city  homes  of  the  American 
people  of  moderate  means.  The  very  best  minds  of  the  land  are  there  to  give  you  delight  and 
instruction;  the  libraries,  the  pictures,  the  refined  and  elevating  amusements  join  their  attrac¬ 
tions.  Even  tlie  poorest  man  has  the  beautiful  parks,  the  many  free  lectures,  the  carefully 
arranged  services  in  noble  churches,  just  as  much  at  his  disposal  as  the  rich.  In  a  great  city, 
moreover,  all  Christian  activities  are  at  their  height.  Greater  numbers  of  the  earnest  and  the 
faithful  being  found  there;  they  are  able  to  organize  better  and  to  carry  on  splendid  spiritual 
attacks,  and  to  help  greatly  the  cause  of  God,  and  by  the  free  interchange  of  thought  and  plan 
to  perfect  schemes  which  affect  greatly  the  whole  land. 

Yes,  it  is  a  blessing  to  live  in  a  great  center  of  human  life,  and  I  thank  God  often  that  my 
lot  has  been  cast  in  one.  I  do  not  feel  as  if  I  could  be  happy  out  of  it.  And  when  I  am  away 
even  for  a  few  weeks  at  the  sea-shore  or  in  the  mountains  I  long  to  be  Imck  in  the  midst  of  the 
active,  stimulated  life.  But  just  as  the  rich  and  shining  curtain  has  a  wrong  side,  which  is 
rough  and  dull,  so  has  the  life  of  a  great  city  its  wrong  side.  By  the  side  of  the  beauty  and 
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lhe  comfort  and  the  joy  and  the  nil  lure  march  Hit-  ugl.v  ami  llie  miserable  and  the  sorrow-laden 
and  the  ignorant.  Tin  city  of  palaces  and  the  city  of  ruined  walls.  Well,  we  know  how  in  a 
spiritual  sense  they  co-exist  and  stand  one  over  against  the  oilier.  These  ruins  are  caused 
partly  by  sin  and  vice  and  partly  by  accidental  causes,  or  by  circumstances  which  human  will 
and  foresight  were  powerless  to  avert.  I  do  not  propose  to  speak-now  of  the  ugly  gaps  and 
masses  of  foulness  caused  bv  sin  and  vice.  God  knows  they  are  bad  enough,  and  when  we 
know,  as  we  do  know,  that  nine  tenths  of  them  are  brought  about  by  lust  and  drink  what  mad 
ness  it  seems  not  to  be  united  in  the  effort  to  apply  all  feasible  remedies.  Oil,  the  awful  under- 
life  of  a  great  city.  You  may  well  thank  God  that  a  veil  is  drawn  over  it,  and  that  your  eyes 
and  your  ears  are  shielded  from  the  sight  and  sound.  Sometimes  the  veil  is  withdrawn.  Some 
terrible  scandal  brings  into  the  light  the  hidden  things  of  darkness,  then  we  tremble  and  shud¬ 
der  and  say  .  "  Is  it  possible  that  I  am  living  side  by  side  with  these  things,  that  horrors  like 
these  are  being  enacted  within  a  stone's  throw  of  my  own  pure  home,  or  the  church  where  1  and 
my  brethren  meet  to  worship  God  ?" 

Bui  1  repeat  that  I  did  not  intend  to  ask  you  to  ride  around  ruins  like  these. 

There  are  others  well  worthy  your  attention— ruins  caused  by  simple  nc-glecl,  by  sorrow, 
by  sickness,  by  helplessness.  Oh  the  miserable  and  hopeless  masses  of  life  covered  by  the  roofs 
of  a  gieat  city  !  How  many  persons  in  dumb  and  silent  anguish  are  looking  every  morning  for 
good  that  never  comes,  and  how  many  arms  are  stretched  out  in  vain  for  help  that  no  one  seems 
to  know  how  to  give.  It  is  about  tbese.ruiiis  I  wish  you  to  take  your  soul  and  let  it  see  with 
sad  bill  earnest  eye  the  crumbling  walls,  the  desolate  churches,  the  fine  carved  work  all  broken 
and  heaped  together,  and  then  1  want  you  to  ask  it— "What  can  we  do,  my  soul,  to  build  tins 
up?"  Do  not  say,  "Ob,  the  desolation  is  too  great,  the  ruin  loo  complete.  I  am  only  one 
man,  I  can  do  nothing.”  Suppose  Nehemiab  had  said  that  when  he  rode  around  bis  ruined 
city.  Suppose  be  bad  turned  bis  mule's  bead  homeward  with  a  simple  sigh  of  confusion,  say¬ 
ing,  "Too  much  for  one  man,  I  will  let  it  alone."  "No,"  he  cried,  "I  will  work  ami  my  friends 
mill  work,  and  we  will  get  others  to  work,  each  will  do  some  part,"  and  that  is  the  ..  .  r  the  work 
iv.„.  finished.  The  Scriptures  show  them  to  us,  each  working  at  his  own  little  spot,  and  then  it 
says,  "each  one's  work  was  joined  to  the  next  and  his  to  the  next  and  like  magic  it  was  done." 
You  have  no  right  to  lump  all  men  together  and  say,  "1  can  do  nothing."  Remember  that  out 
of  the  great  sea  of  life  comes  each  individual  life,  single,  separate,  solitary.  Deal  with  single 
men,  deal  with  individual  souls  and  histories.  Because  you  cannot  influence  a  whole  house, 
shall  you  not  attempt  one  room  ?  Because  you  cannot  help  all  over  worked  toilers,  shall  you  do 
nothing  for  one  or  two  ?  Because  there  are  hundreds  sick,  shall  your  sympathy  be  extended  to 
none?  Because  the  flocks  of  neglected  children  swarm  through  the  streets,  shall  you  give  up 
the  task  of  elevating  the  condition  and  harmonizing  the  life  of  half-a-dozen  ?  It  is  because  the 
repair  is  being  done  only  in  spots,  because  so  many  never  lift  a  finger  at  it,  that  the  walls  do  not 
rise  up  around  the  city,  and  there  is  so  much  that  is  repulsive  and  wrong.  I  venture  to  say  that 
if  every  Christian  man,  woman  or  child  in  this  town  worked  at  some  little  of  the  ruin  of  misery 
and  sorrow  the  change  would  he  marvelous.  We  would  think  the  age  of  miracles  had  dawned 
again.  It  must  be  ours  to  lend  a  hand,  to  give  personal  service,  to  supply  funds,  to  do,  at  least, 
as  that  poor  Greek  slave  woman  did,  who,  when  the  great  cathedral  was  building,  and  she  had 
not  a  cent  to  give,  brought  each  day  hay  to  give  the  oxen  which  were  hauling  stones  Of 
course,  we  cannot  all  build  up  alike.  It  is  given  to  some  (as  it  was  to  John  Crerak,  whose  will 
will  be  forever  the  pride  of  our  city,  and  is  laid  up  in  the  treasury  of  God),  to  build  the  great 
palaces,  to  cover  u  great  stretch  of  ground  with  the  product-.^  his  work,  just  as  ill  Jerusalem, 
the  princes  could  build  more  than  their  grooms  and  their  water-carriers,  and  it  is  given  toothers 
to  contribute  only  a  few  rough  stones  ;  but  Oh,  there  is  a  Master  builder,  there  is  a  Superintendent 
of  the  works,  who  notes  all  down  in  His  book,  and  when  the  work  is  over  and  we  are  gathered 
to  get  our  pay  we  will  find  even  the  minutest  action,  even  the  Scriptures  say,  the  cups  of  cold 
water  put  down  to  pur  credit.  Now,  you  may  he  able  to  do  only  this.  Out  of  a  Sunday-school 
class  of  a  dozen,  to  influence  one  boy  or  one  girl  to  set  their  lives  on  a  higher  basis,  to  consecrate 
themselves  to  the  service  of  Christ.  Is  that  nothing  ?  Is  there  no  wall  built  there?  Why  is  H 
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uot  true  that  by  hundred*  and  thousands  of  swell  hoys  and  girls  growing  into  goon  men  and 
women  the  great  wall  is  built  against  which  the  devil  and  his  angels  and  evil  men  and  women 
who  serve  him  on  earth  would  dash  in  vain. 

Such  things  as  that  multiplied  save  one  state  and  save  one  church.  Or  you  may  he  able 
to  comfort  and  help  just  one  poor  woman  out  of  a  whole  street  full  of  poor  women,  hut  is  that 
nothing?  Is  it  nothing  to  bring  hope  again  into  one  soul  for  which  Christ  died  ;  nothing  to 
light  up  with  sunshine  of  Christian  faith  one  darkened  depressed  heart  ?  Or  you  may  save  one 
neglected  child  from  the  streets.  Is  that  of  no  account?  These  children  are  our  future  citizens. 
Everyone  made  better  is  that  much  more  gained  toward  the  well-being  of  our  city. 

But  there  is  one  ruin  to  which  I  especially  wish  to  direct  your  attention — that  caused  by 
sickness.  The  ravages  of  disease  in  a  great  city  are  terrible.  The  contact  of  the  crowd  scat¬ 
ters  so  many  maladies,  and  the  impure  air  bears  along  their  germs.  The  most  of  us  when  that 
heavy  hand  of  illness  is  laid  upon  us  can  turn  for  sympathy  and  for  care  to  those  we  love.  We 
have  our  own  homes,  we  have  our  own  dear  ones.  Our  pain  is  lightened,  our  pillows  smoothed, 
and  everyone  here  knows  how  tremendous  these  factors  are  in  illness. 

But  how  about  the  clerk  al  jttO  per  month,  away  from  home  and  falling  sick  in  a  boarding¬ 
house?  Von  have  prAbably  seen  the  sort  of  room  he  has  to  occupy,  and  can  judge  the  amount 
of  care  he  would  be  likely  to  receive.  How  about  the  sewing  girl,  who  has  all  she  can  do  to 
buy  food  and  clothes,  let  alone  paying  any  doctor?  How  about  the  poor  workman,  living  in 
two  or  three  rooms,  feverish,  aching,  and  yet  obliged  to  have  a  crowd  of  noisy  children  and  the 
clatter  of  household  affairs  going  on  around  him  ?  How  about  the  mother,  without  servants, 
and  unable  to  raise  her  hand?  Are  not  these  awful  things,  heart-rending  things,  often  bitter 
trials?  How  can  you  help  now  for  just  such  cases  as  these.  The  great  Hospital  in  all  its 
beauty,  the  offering  of  willing  hearts  and  hands,  stands  open  in  your  midst.  For  these  it  was 
built  :  for  these  its  beds  stand  ready;  f<«'.  Iliese  the  best  medical  skill  of  the  city  wait  its  call  ; 
for  these  the  trained  nurse  hastens  to  df-  ’  •*  most  delicate  service  to  relieve  such  woes  as  these, 
to  build  up  this  wall,  at  least.  And  you  can  give  your  offering  to  keep  it  going  ;  the  rich  can 
give  much,  the  poor  can  give  little  ;  all  can  give  something.  Could  you  engage  in  a  nobler 
charity  ?  Could  you  help  on  a  more  blessed  work  ?  Sickness  there  will  he  as  long  as  men  are 
what  they  are.  But  oh.  let  us  strive  that  there  will  he  no  uncared  for  sickness,  that  no  one  may 
fee)  to  curse  the  rich  and  the  well  passing  idly  by  him  suffering  and  never  binding  lip  his 
wounds.  Come  help  us.  Come  and  hold  up  your  hands  with  the  money  our  work  de¬ 
mands.  Look  up  i  ■.  the  Good  Samaritan,  the  Lord  of  Compassion,  the  Lord  Jesus,  see  how  he 
smiles  approval  at  work  like  this,  see  how  it  draws  us  closer  to  him.  Oh,  above  all  else,  listen 
to  Him  as  He  whispers,  "The  man  who  does  this  to  the  very  least  and  lowest  of  his  fellows,  does 
it  unto  Me,  to  Me  the  Lord  of  Glory.”

Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees. 

— from - 

October  1,  1091,  to  October  1,  1892. 


The  lime  1ms  again  come  round  when,  by  the  Constitution,  the  Trustees  of  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  must  lav  before  the  corporators  and  the  public,  the  annual  statement  of  the  condition 
of  the  Hospital  in  all  its  departments.  The  Medical  Board,  the  Chaplain,  the  Treasurer  and 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  will  each  in  turn  present  the  record  of  their  work.  It  is 
our  part  to  review  in  general  the  whole  situation  ol  this  great  trust.  Our  deficit  is  really  no 
less,  but  we  are  thankful  that  we  now  see  our  way  clear  to  a  much  larger  income.  The  large 
apartment  building  named  the  ’’  Clinton,”  after  our  President,  has  been  well  rented,  and  there 
is  every  prospect  that  soon  there  will  not  ire  a  vacant  corner  in  it.  We  hope,  as  was  slated  last 
year,  that  this  will  add  jfl8,0t)l.l  net,  to  our  annual  income.  Nearly  the  whole  of  our  endow¬ 
ment  has  been  invested  in  this  building.  . 

During  the  year  the  Crerar  bequest  of  $25,000  has  been  paid  on  ■■  and  we  have  receive 
bequests  also  of  $0,000  from  Mr.  L.  C.  P.  freer,  Chicago,  and  $0,0'  nn  Mr,  J.  K.  Fishers 
estate.  Mr.  Henry  Keep  has  endowed,  at  a  cost  of  $5,000,  a  bed  in  memory  of  Ins  lamented 
daughter  Miss  Dora  Keep,  and  we  have  received  notice  from  the  executors  ol  Mr.  J.  T.  Good¬ 
win,  of  New  York,  of  a.  $5,000  bequest,  which  we  hope  soon  to  receive.  The  Palmer  bequest 
of  $1.6,000,  and  the  Mrs.  John  L.  Peck  bequest  of  $1,000  are  now  soon  to  be  settled.  All  this 

is  most  encouraging,  and  show's  us  that  our  work  is  appreciated.  ■  ,,, 

The  support  of  new  beds  has  been  undertaken  by  Fraser  &  Chalmers;  Mis.  J.  M.  W . 
Jones,  in  memory  of  her  son  ;  Mr.  Norman  Fay,  in  memory  of  his  father ;  Mr.  Alfred  C.  Huston, 
a  stranger  to  us,  except  from  personal  experience  of  the  comfort  of  the  Hospital,  handed  the 
Superintendent  of  Nurses  $500  to  support  a  bed  in  a  room,  and  $100  for  whatever  uses  she 
might  see  fit  to  make  or  it.  This  gentleman  contemplates  the  endowment  of  a  bed  and  room 
To  show  what  can  be  done  by  individual  interest,  the  Trustees  gratefully  slate  that  a  staunch 
and  unfailing  friend  of  the  Hospital,  Mrs.  N.  K.  Fairbank,  collected  and  paid  in  this  year 
$1  800,  for  the  support  of  six  beds.  They  commend  her  noble  example  to  others.  Even  the 
collecting  of  $300  for  one  bed  would  be  a  grand  work.  Caunot  some  who  hear  this  undertake 
it?  The  Trustees  would  also  thank  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Stickuey  for  continuing  this  year  her  con¬ 
tribution  of  $600  for  the  support  of  the  diet  kitchen.  They  also  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to 
Mrs.  Clinton  Locke  and  those  whom  she  has  been  able  to  influence  for  an  ample  supply  of  linen 
and  blankets. 

A  great  deal  has  been  expended  this  year  for  cleaning  and  for  repairs,  but  the  Hospital  is 
in  the  most  beautiful  order,  and  challenges  the  admiration  of  all  who  see  it.  Every  part  of  11 
is  now  open,  and  every  bed  at  the  disposal  of  the  sick.  This  is  a  great  venture  of  fa.tli  with  our 
present  income,  but  we  believe  that  we  will  be  able  to  continue  it ;  we  are  constantly  gaining 

fneI,<We  have  this  year  cared  for  1,6, M  patients,  5111  pay  and  OKI  free,  as  against  514  pay  and 
,158  free  lasl  year.  Often  "pay”  means  only  a  small  sum,  not  half  enough  to  cover  the  expense 

of  the  patient.

Those  patients  who  are  communicants  receiv:  i lie  Holy  Eucharist  in  the  chapel,  as  they 
may  be  able.  When  not  able  to  attend,  it  is  taken  ■  .•  them  in  tbe  different  wards  at  the  time  of 
the  celebration  in  tbe  chapel,  as  may  be  required. 

Prayer  cards  are  used  throughout  the  Hospital,  so  that  tbe  patients  may  join  in  the 
evening  players  in  the  wards. 

Eacli  patient  is  visited  by  the  Chaplain,  as  may  seem  to  be  required. 

Ministers  of  the  different  religious  bodies  (having  reported  themselves  to  the  Chaplain,  or 
to  the  Superintendent),  visit  the  patients  belonging  to  their  respective  communions. 

The  remark  made  last  year  that  many  of  the  books  sent  to  tile  Hospital  are  of  no  value 
whatever,  may  be  again  repeated.  Many  thanks,  however,  for  the  kind  friends  who  send  the 
periodicals  and  other  interesting  and  useful  books. 

The  Nurses  of  the  Training  School,  with  praiseworthy  zeal,  take  the  greatest  cape  of  the 
Chapel,  render  music  at  the  Chapel  services,  and  decorate  the  altar  very  nicely  every,  week. 

From  the  exertions  of  the  late  Chaplain  and  the  Superintendent,  the  Chapel  has  been 
painted.  During  that  time  the  services  were  continued  in  one  of  the  wards. 

As  Christmas  offerings,  a  protector  for  the  altar,  a  white  dossal,  a  lace  superfronlal  and  a 
"  fair  linen  cloth  ”  were  given  by  five  of  the  Nurses. 

Vesper  Lights  were  added  on  the  22d  of  August,  in  memory  of  tbe  first  Nurse  of  tbe  Blue 
Cross,  who  has  entered  into  rest.  It  is  purposed  to  observe  this  day  annually,  in  commemoration 
of  those  who  may  be  enrolled  in  tbe  necrology  of  this  association,  so  that  the  memory  of  these 
Nurses  should  not  pass  into  oblivion. 

The  wine  for  tbe  Holy  Eucharist  has  been  supplied  by  Mrs.  N.  K.  Fairbank. 

Tbe  visits  of  tbe  Sister  Ella,  S.  Com.  S.  M,  to  the  Hospital  has  been  very  acceptable,  and 
productive  of  much  good.

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REPORTS  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD. 


Chicago,  October  15.  l'-S,2. 

To  Me  President  of  l/ic  Hoard  of  Trust'  es.  St.  /.tile's  Hospital. 

Dram  Sir  ;  We  ore  here  to  review  the  work  done  in  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year— 
the  number  of  patients,  the  character  of  the  cases  and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been 
cared  for.  We  are  interested  in  the  character  of  the  cases  brought  to  us,  for  they  art  an  index 
of  the  esteem  in  which  the  Hospital's  services  are  held  by  the  public. 

Of  these  services,  those  rendered  liy  the  Medical  department  are  only  a  portion,  and  it  is  my 
duty  to  report  only  upon  the  work  done  by  the  Medical  staff.  I  would  like  to  say.  however, 
that  the  services  rendered  the  patients  by  each  of  the  departments  of  the  Hospital  are  so  closely 
interwoven  that  to  have  one  efficient,  all  must  be  efficient — all  should  endeavor  to  co-operate  for 
the  good  of  the  patients  assigned  to  them  in  common,  each  department  fulfilling  some  of  the 
requirements  for  the  safety  and  comfort  of  the  sick. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  heads  of  this  Hospital  to  so  adjust  the  working  departments 
that  this  end  will  he  attained  ;  and  we  find  an  appreciation  of  the  results  reached  in  the  number 
ami  character  of  the  cases  that  have  come  here  for  help. 

To  the  Medical  department  is  delegated  the  especial  duty  of  directing  the  care  that  shall 
he  rendered  each  patient,  and  upon  the  wisdom  of  the  physician's  judgment  often  depends  the 
selection  and  enforcement  of  measures  so  desperate  that  their  unnecessary  enforcement,  or  a 
technical  error  in  their  performance,  may  sacrifice  the  patient's  life. 

It  is  the  practice  in  these  extreme  instances  to  secure  for  the  patient  the  judgment  of 
several  members  of  the  Medical  staff,  in  order  to  give  the  patient  the  benefit  of  a  well  considered 

The  annual  reports  from  the  different  branches  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  services  show 
an  uggregate  of  1,504  patients  treated  during  the  past  year,  and  a  record  of  complete  recovery 
in  871  cases,  an  improvement  in  259  cases:  the  condition  unchanged,  or  incurable  in  113  cases, 
and  1+7  deaths;  or  mortality  of  ft ,'c  per  cent,  of  cases  treated. 

Of  these,  440  were  cared  for  in  the  Medical  wards  ;  27(1  were  males,  104  females.  Recovery 
occurred  in  277;  improvement  in  43;  the  patient’s  condition  remained  unchanged  in  19  cases ; 
72  died,  and  32  are  still  inmates  of  the  Hospital. 

The  full  report  is  too  lengthy  to  read.  As  examples,  it  mention's  that  among  those  treated 
were  10  cases  of  isolation — all  recovered.  Three  cases  of  opium  and  morphine  poisoning,  with 
1  dealt).  Ten  cases  organic  heart  disease,  of  which  2  apparently  recovered,  7  died,  and  1  re¬ 
mained  unchanged.  Eighteen  cases  of  pneumonia — 9  recovered,  1  imperfect  recovery,  7  deaths, 

1  still  under  treatment.  Fourteen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis — 1  improved  so  decidedly  as 
to  be  considered  a  recovery,  3  were  better,  1  unchanged  when  discharged,  and  9  died.  There 
were  103  cases  of  typhoid  fever — 116  recovered,  1  imperfect  recovery,  1  left  the  Hospital.  25 
deaths,  or  a  mortality  of  fifteen  per  cent.;  29  now  under  treatment.  Two  cases  of  typhoid 
pneumonia — both  recovered. 

In  the  gynaecological  service  200  patients  were  treated,  with  a  mortality  of  ‘/fn  per  cent. 
Of  the  number  1 00  required  operations  ;  of  this  number  the  mortality  was  3  per  cent.  Of  the 
operations,  some  were  trivial  in  character,  but  at  least  30  were  of  grave  nature,  being  operations 
within  the  abdominal  cavity,  and  exposing  the  patients  to  especial  danger,  attending  interfer¬ 
ence  will)  its  delicate  lining. 

Of  the  ophthalmological  service,  20  cases  were  treated— 10  recovered,  11  were  improved: 

1  severe  case  of  inflammation  of  the  eye  died  from  extension  of  the  inflammation  to  the  blood 
channels  within  the  skull. 

In  the  olologieal  department  5  cases  were  treated — 4  recovered,  1  was  improved. 

Five  lut n died  and  seventy-three  surgical  cases  were  treated.  Of  these  451  were  males.  122 
females  ;  273  recovered,  147  improved,  40  were  not  improved,  05  died,  48  still  under  treatment. 
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Of  the  surgical  cases,  2117  required  operations.  Of  these,  174  male,  <!&  female,  1411  recovered, 
.14  improved,  24  died,  Ki  still  under  Hospital  care.  The  operations  performed  include  some  that 
were  exceedingly  dangerous,  viz  :  The  opening  of  the  abdominal  cavity  for  various  reasons. 
Among  others,  one  for  the  removal  of  nine  inches  or  intestines— recovered  in  three  weeks.  Two 
cases  of  appendicitis,  both  of  which  recovered.  Trephining  for  fracture  of  the  skull,  to  relieve 
the  compression  of  the  brain  by  depressed  fragments,  or  effused  blood.  In  one  case  trephining 
ned  to  exercise  a  special  motor  center  of  the  brain, 


Under  surgical  cases  not  requiring  operations  are  fractures,  injuries  requiring  surgical 
appliances  or  dressings  ;  all  diseases  requiring  surgical  dressing  or  mechanical  appliances  for 
their  cure  or  alleviation.

RULES  FOR  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PUPILS  TO  THE  ST.  LUKE'S 
FREE  HOSPITAL  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 


Revised  by  Training  School  Board,  November ,  189) . 

■  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  giving  a  course  of  instruction  to  women  desirous  of 
becoming  nurses.  Those  wishing  to  receive  such  a  course  of  instruction,  which  embraces  a 
period  of  al  least  two  years,  must  apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School,  upon 
whose  approval  they  will  be  received  into  the  school. 

The  acceptable  age  for  candidates  is  from  twenty-one  to  thirty-one  years.  Applicants  are 
received  at  any  time  during  the  year  when  there  is  0  vacancy. 

The  applicant  must  send,  with  answers  to  questions  on  blank  form,  a  letter  from  a  clergy¬ 
man  testifying  to  her  moral  character,  and  from  a  physician  stating  that  she  is  in  sound  health. 

During  the  term  of  probation  the  applicant  must  be  prepared  for  an  examination  in  read¬ 
ing,  simple  arithmetic  and  English  dictation— in  order  to  lest  her  ability  to  read  aloud  well— 
to  keep  simple  accounts,  to  write  legibly  reports  of  her  patients,  and  to  lake  notes  of  lectures. 

Women  of  superior  education  and  cultivation,  when  equally  qualified  as  nurses,  will  be 
preferred  to  those  who  do  not  possess  these  advantages. 

Pupils  shall  serve  three  months  on  probation.  During  the  first  month  pupils  receive 
•oard,  lodging  and  laundry  work  at  the  expense  of  the  Hospital,  and  may  be  dh-.ndvsed  at  any 
iv.ie  if  the  probation  is  unsatisfactory,  or  they  may  leave  the  school  if  dissatisfies.  If  the  first 
month's  probation  is  satisfactory,  the  pupil  may  wear  the  uniform,  is  enrolled  and  receives  the 
allowance  accorded  to  junior  nurses.  If  at  the  end  of  three  months  their  practical  fitness  for 
the  work  has  been  proved,  they  must  agree  to  remain  in  the  school,  subjecting  themselves  to  the 
rules  and  discipline  of  the  same  for  at  least  two  years  from  the  dale  of  their  enrollment  as 
junior  nurses. 

The  right  is  reserved  to  terminate  the  connection  of  any  nurse  with  the  school  for  any 
reason  which  may  be  deemed  sufficient. 

The  in-door  uniform  consists  of  a  blue  and  white  seersucker  dress,  white  apron,  cap, 
collar  and  cuffs.  This  the  nurses  are  required  to  wear  when  on  duty  after  the  first  month  of 
probation. 

The  out-door  uniform — a  gray  cloak  and  bonnet— must  be  worn  whenever  a  nurse  is  sent 
out  to  a  patient,  or  whenever  a  nurse  goes  out,  wearing  her  seersucker  dress. 

To  defray  the  expense  of  the  above  uniform,  and  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  text  books, 
an  allowance  of  $ 8  per  month  is  made  for  the  first  year,  and  of  $12  per  month  for  the  second 
year. 

A  vacation  of  two  weeks  is  allowed  in  each  year. 

I11  illness,  all  pupils  are  cared  for  gratuitously,  but  time  so  lost  must  be  made  up  al  the 
end  of  the  term. 

The  day  nurses  are  on  duly  from  7:45  A.  m.  to  7:45  p.  m.  Time  is  allowed  for  dinner, 
and  also  for  additional  rest  and  exercise,  when  it  does  not  interfere  with  Hospital  duties. 

Night  nurses  are  on  duty  from  7:45  p.  m.  to  7:45  a.  m . ,  and  serve  for  one  month  at  a  time. 

Nurses  are  obliged  to  attend  morning  prayer,  which  is  said  daily  in  the  Chapel. 
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COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


1.— General  Nursing. 

a. — Care  of  wards  and  private  rooms,  with  tlie  principles  of  ventilating  and  warming 
the  same. 

b.  — Bed-making;  changing  bed  and  body  linen  while  patient  is  in  bed;  baths;  manage¬ 
ment  ofhelpless  patients  ;  prevention  and  treatment  ofhed-sores. 

c.  — Application  and  dressing  of  blisters ;  preparation  and  application  of  fomentations  ; 
poultices  and  cups  ;  administration  of  enetnata,  and  the  use  of  the  catheter. 

d.  — Observation  of  temperature,  pulse,  respiration,  secretions  and  excretions. 

». — Medical  Nursing. 

a.  — Administration  of  medicines,  stimulants  and  nutriments. 

b.  — Massage. 

c.  — Disinfection  and  prevention  of  disease. 

8,— Surgical  and  Gynecological  Nursing. 

a. — Care  of  patients.bef  during  and  after  operation. 

/,[ — Care  of  burns,  won  mis  and  ulcers;  prevention  and  control  of  hemorrhage  ;  artificial 
respiration. 

c — Bandage  making  and  bandaging ;  padding  splints ;  preparation  of  aseptic  and  anti¬ 
septic  dressing  ;  care,  names  and  uses  of  instruments. 

4.  — Obstetrical  Nursing. 

5. — Dietetics. 

Although  lectures  and  classes  are  held  every  week  by  members  of  the  Medical  Staff,  the 
Superintendent  and  her  Assistants,  the  instructions  will  be  chiefly  clinical.  Examinations  will 
he  held  at  stated  intervals. 

Nurses  will  reside  in  the  Hospital  free  of  expense.  They  are  expected  to  perform  anj' 
duty  assigned  to  them  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School,  either  to  act  as  nurses  in 
the  Hospital,  or  in  due  time,  to  be  sent  to  private  cases  among  the  rich  or  poor. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  ended,  after  final  examinations,  each  nurse  will  receive 
(if  merited)  a  badge  and  a  diploma,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Hospital,  the 
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RULES  FOR  FUFIL  NURSES. 


Rulk'J. — Tlic  hour  for  rising  is  (1.90  a.m.  Before  leaving  Hie  Home  for  the  Hospital, 
each  Nurse  must  make  her  bed,  dust  and  arrange  her  room  and  closet,  leaving  them  in  good 
order,  so  that  they  may  he  ready  for  inspection  by  visitors  at  any  time  during  the  day. 

The  hour  for  closing  the  Home  is  VI  p.  M.  All  Pupil  Nurses  are  expected  to  he  within 
doors  at  that  hour,  unless  they  have  special  permission  to  he  absent.  The  lights  will  be  put  out 
in  the  study  and  halls,  and  Nurses  must  retire  to  their  rooms.  The  day  Nurses  are  on  duty  from 
S  A.  m.  to  S  v.  M. ,  and  are  often  given  two  hours  off  fur  rest  and  recreation.  Night  Nurses  must 
he  in  their  rooms  from  10  a  m.  to  5  )>.  m.,  and  will  not  be  permitted  to  go  out  during  the  day 
without  permission  from  the  Superintendent. 

The  g  as  must  be  turned  down  when  a  Arnrse  leaves  the  room. 

Rule  2. — Nurses  must  be  prompt  to  their  meals  and  not  linger  in  the  dining  room  or  cor¬ 
ridors  after  meals.  No  food  is  provided  for  the  Nurses  out  of  the  appointed  time,  except  when 
ordered  by  the  Housekeeper  at  the  request  of  the  Superintendent.  Nurses  are  not  to  go  into  the 
kitchen,  or  give  orders  to  the  cook  ;  all  such  matters  are  to  be  referred  to  the  Housekeeper.  No 
visitors  are  to  be  invited  to  meals,  or  to  spend  the  night  in  the  Home. 

Kut.E  9. — Each  Nurse  must  he  provided  with  a  clothes  hag  distinctly  marked,  in  which  the 
clothes  are  to  be  sent  to  the  laundry.  Each  Nurse  will  be  provided  with  a  double  list  book. 
Two  accurale  lists  must  be  made  out  with  name  of  Nurse  and  date,  one  to  be  sent  to  the  laundry 
and  the  other  to  be  retained  by  the  Nurse.  Two  dozen  pieces  plainly  marked  and  one  dress  are 
allowed  each  Nurse  per  week.  An  extra  dress  will  be  washed  when  necessary  by  obtaining  an 
order  fur  the  same  signed  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School.  No  laces,  muslins  or 
white  skirts  will  be  received.  The  allowance  for  Nurses  wearing  "G:  .  .lies’  Collars  and 
Cuffs  ”  is  twenty  pieces  and  seven  collars  and  seven  pairs  of  cuffs. 

Rule  4. — The  Nurses  are  under  the  authority  of  the  Superintendent.  'When  taken  off 
duly  on  account  of  sickness  they  must  not  return  to  their  Hospital  duties  without  the  direction 
of  tile  Superintendent  ;  neither  can  they  at  any  time  go  to  the  wards  or  private  rooms  without 
permission,  except  at  the  regular  hours.  Nurses  are  not  permitted  to  receive  calls  in  the  wards 
of  the  Huspital  fiom  their  friends  ot  ulhei  Nurses. 

Rule  5. — Nurses  will  report  to  the  Superintendent  when  they  need  the  services  of  a 
physician,  and  must  not  obtain  medicine  from  the  drug  store  or  wards  without  an  order  from  the 
physician  or  Superintendent. 

Rule  0. — Nurses  must  not  be  absent  from  class  or  lectures  without  permission.

REGISTRY  FOR  NURSES. 


The-  Auxiliary  and  Training  School  Board  have  established  n  registry  for  their  giailu- 
ates,  where  medical,  surgical  and  obstetrical  Nurses  can  be  obtained  by  applying  either  in  person, 
by  letter,  telephone  or  telegram,  to  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  School,  St.  I, tike's 
Hospital.  342(i  Indiana  Avenue.  Telephone,  South,  43S. 

The  terms  for  the  registered  Nurses  are  #20  per  week,  or  pi  per  day ;  for  contagious  cases., 
#25  per  week,  unless  special  arrangements  are  made  with  the  .Superintendent  for  more  or  less  pay. 

When  seeking  a  Nurse,  in  case  of  her  absence,  leave  all  messages  accurately  written,  to  in¬ 
sure  prompt  attention.  Never  trust  merely  to  the  memory  of  the  person  answering  your  call. 

The  price  for  service  of  the  Nurse,  and  in  confinement  cases  the  definite  dates  at  which  the 
engagement  is  to  begin  and  end,  should  be  agreed  upon  in  writing  when  the  engagement  is  made. 

Traveling  expenses  sbonld'be  paid  by  the  patient,  and  the  Nurse's  washing  be  done. 

A  Nurse  should  have  sufficient  sleep  (if  possible,  a  continuous  one),  an  hour  fur  exercise  in 
the  fresh  air  every  (lav,  and  facilities  for  bathing  at  suitable  intervals. 

A  lunch  or  an  early  meal  should  be  provided  for  the  Nurse,  if  required  to  sit  . tip  at  night. 

If  any  registered  Nurse  in  charge  of  a  case  has  proved  unsatisfactory,  the  employer  is  re¬ 
quested  to  report  the  fact,  to  the  Superintendent.

RULES  OF  THE  DIRECTORY  FOR  NURSES. 


Rule  1  .—The  terms  for  the  registered  Nurses  are  #20  per  week,  of  $.'5  per  day  ;  for  con¬ 
tagious  diseases,  #25  per  week,  unless  special  arrangements  are  made  with  the  Superintendent  for 
more  or  less  pay. 

Rule  2. — Nurses  are  to  keep  the  Superintendent  informed  of  their  place  of  residence,  when 
they  are  ready  for  a  call,  and  when  they  have  accepted  a  case,  obtained  from  the  office  or  from 
any  other  source,  When  once  an  engagement  lias  been  made  it  must  not  be  broken  save  by 
mutual  agreement. 

Rule  3. — ‘Nurses  while  in  attendance  in  the  sick  room  are  to  wear  a  cap,  apron  and  dress 
of  washing  material,  unless  the  circumstances  of  the  case  render  such  a  dress  inappropriate. 

Rule  4. — It  is  the  duly  of  the  Nurse  to  take  care  of  a  paient’s  room  if  her  time  is  not 
fully  occupied  with  her  patient ;  to  obey  implicitly  the  orders  of  the  physician  in  attendance  with¬ 
out  note  or  comment.  They  are  also  most  earnestly  charged  to  hold  sacred  the  knowledge  which 
to  a  certain  extent  they  must  obtain  of  the  private  affairs  of  the  households  in  which  they  are 
engaged. 

Rule  6. — An  engagement  tendered  through  the  Directory  must  be  accepted,  if  the  case  be 
such  as  the  Nurse  lias  not  specified  her  objections  to  take  when  signing  the  agreement. 

Rule  ti.— When  two  Nurses  are  employed  to  care  for  a  patient,  they  must  relieve  each 
other  for  meals  and  sleep,  and  not  call  upon  the  family  unless  the  needs  of  the  case  demand  it. 

The  fee  is  #5  per  annum,  due  January  1st.  This  will  not  be  refunded  if  a  Nurse  wishes  to 
withdraw  during  the  r  ear. 

The  Board  reserves  the  right  to  remove  the  name  of  any  nurse  from  the  register  for  what 
may  seem  to  them  sufficient  cause.
